"Rom an 
Em peror,’’ ruled at a tim e when 
Germany had absorbed

He was one of the 
greatest conquerors of history 
and, 
through a series of fortunate m arri­ 
ages for his fam ily and several well 
planned cam paigns, he m anaged to 
bring a great part of Rome under 
his sway. 
In fact, it was believed 
that M aximilian wished to em ulate 
the great A lexander and conquer the 
world, but the death of his son, dis­ 
couraged him and started him on a 
series of m isfortunes which eventual­ 
ly led to his death, 
M aximilian was born in Vienna in 
1459, and m arried at I S , inheriting 
Burgundy and the N etherlands with 
his wife and being obliged to start 
a war w ith France at about the same 
time. 
He m arried his son Philip, 
who w a s s a ile d Philip the Fair, to 
Jane the Foolish— who brought as a 
dowry Spain, and her many possess­ 
ions in the New W orld, and a part 
of Italy. 
Maxmilian already con­ 
trolled the m iddle of Europe. 
M aximilian was a well built man, 
a skillful fighter, a good politician 
and a daring huntsm an. 
He was also 
a w riter, but 
his 
w ritings show 
the most inordinate vanity. 
He died j 
in 1519, at the beginning of the Re­ 
form ation Period.

Creamed •*ish— Make a sauce by 
creaming two tablespoons of flour 
and two tablespoons of butter sub­ 
stitute. 
Add them to one cup of hot 
milk. 
Put this in a double boiler, 
add one-half teaspoon of salt, one- 
quarter teaspoon of pepper, one-half 
teaspoon of onion juice, and one bay 
leaf 
Stir until as thick as cream, 
over the bottom of a .baking dish 
with some cold fish, flaked, and pour 
over it half the sauce.
